THe TERRITORY OF ALBERTA, 


The time has come when the 
question ofa division of the 
North-West Territories should 
be, first, seriously considered, 
and then, with a proper scheme 
matured, pushed vigorously un- 
tilthe desired result has been 
accomplished.
